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After examining various historical documents, 
I find thatthe present Emperor of France was 
born on the 20th of April, 1808, at one a’clock 
3n the morning. In proof of the above state- 
ment, | will give two extracts, one from the 
French, and one from an American author. 

Translation from the Official Maniter of the 
21st of April, 1808. 
© Paris 20th April, 1808. This day, Wednes- 
day, 20th April, H. M. the Queen of Holland 
was happily confined of a Prince, at one o'clock 
in the morning.” 

In The Public and Private History of Napo- 
leon Third, Emperor of the French. By Samuel 
M. Smueker. Page 22, is the following :— 

« Charles Louis Napoleon Bonaparte was born 


at Paris on the 20th of April, 1808. The infant 


prince first saw the light 4b one o'elock,” 

Therefore, I shall take the above for the an- 
thenticated time of birth, of the present Em- 
peror of France, which would canse him to de

Mars enters the sign Aries, the ruling 
sign of England, on the Gth of July, and 
continues tbere until the middle of January, 
1863. We have witnessed lately the powert 
of this firey planct in Capricorn, the ruline 
sign of India, which he entered on the 22 
of March, and leit only on the 29th of Sep- 
tember, 1860. He scorched the very ground, 
and reduced mill ons of mankind to the mis- 
ery of famine.
